Births  -  90  live  births  (39  males  and  51  females)  were  registered 
during  the  year.  The  birth  rate  of  14»9  pei*  1,000  compared  v.dth  a  rate 
of  19,3  per  1,000  in  I966. 

Stillbirths  -  There  was  one  stillbirth  during  the  year  malcing  a 
stillbirth  rate  of  11  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  compared 
v^ith  a  rate  of  17.2  in  I966. 

The  total  number  of  live  and  stillbirths  during  the  year  was  91 • 

Deaths  -  73  deaths  (32  males  and  41  females)  were  registered  during 
the  year.

Hospital  Facilities  -  For  general  cases  the  main  hosptals  used  are 
the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  of  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  the  Blackpool  Victoria,  Wesham  Park  and  Lytham  St.  Annes 
Hospitals  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
Infectious  diseases  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Devonshire  Road  Hospital, 
Blackpool,  excepting  in  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  Smallpox.  Main 
provision  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  at  Elswick  Sanatorium. 

Accommodation  for  Smallpox  is  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  the  Ainsv/orth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury. 

Ambulance  Facilities  -  The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council.  The  needs  of  the  district  are  met  by  vehicles 
operating  through  the  County's  radio  scheme. 

Laboratory  Facilities  -  Bacteriological  examinations  of  specimens 
are  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  attached  to  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home  -  General  nursing  cases  and 
confinements  are  attended  by  District  Nurses  and  Midvd.ves  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


A  tuberculosis  service  is  provided  in  its  various  aspects  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  District 
Councils,  The  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  mainly  for  treatment,  the 
County  Couincil  for  prevention,  care  and  after  care,  and  the  Sanitary 
Authority  also  for  prevention.  A  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Hospital  and  Chest 
Clinic  facilities  by  the  Blackpool  and  Pylde  Hospital  llanagement 
Committee. 

In  1967  there  was  one  novf  case  notified  and  no  deaths  reported 
from  the  disease.

]MU/IR0WI.SNTAL  HYUIENE  of  Tin.  DISTRICT 

Seuers  and  Sevjera.s'e  System  -  The  sewage,  in  «. onjunction  vri-th  that 
from  V/esham,  runs  into  tanks  at  Newton  and  then  into  the  River  Ribble. 

The  sewa.ge  disposal  i/orks  consists  of  two  detritus  tanlcs,  six  settling 
tanks  and  fourteen  sludge  beds.  These  were  constructed  in  1941* 

The  responsibility  for  the  main  sewer  and  sev;age  works  is  held  by 
the  Kirlchswi  and  Wesham  Joint  Sev/erage  Corrr.it tee. 

Forty-nine  nev\r  houses  v/ere  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  during 
the  year. 

Problems  again  occurred  with  perodic  flooding  during  the  year 
particul£irly  in  the  north  western  area  of  the  town  near  Milbanlce  Estate, 
Surface  ¥/ater  run-off  initially  carried  in  the  Urongv/ay  Brook  culvert 
which  is  the  natural  vratercourse  draining  the  north  v/estern  area  surcharges 
the  joint  trunlc  sevrer  in  tines  of  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall. 

Rivers  and  Stre_ans  -  The  Urongway  Brook  is  culverted  or  piped  from 
Brook  Street,  Sunnybank  to  a  point  just  past  the  east  side  of  The  Coppice 
off  iiilbanke  Avenue,  The  line  is  such  that  it  passes  along  the  back  gardens 
of  Bungalov/s  on  the  north  side  of  Milabke  Avenue, 

Particularly  severe  flooding  occurred  in  the'  Milbanlce  Area  a.nd  in 
Brook  Street  in  detober,  it  is  considered  that  a  partial  blockage  of  the 
CuJ-vert  was  a  significant,  although  not  a  total  factor  contributing  to 
this  problem. 

The  Culvert  is  maintainable  by  the  ovmers  of  the  properties  througli 
v/hich  it  passes.  This  is  an  onerous  b\xrden  to  bear  for  a  private  householder 
and  it  raises  a  problem  that  v.dll  not  be  solved  until  the  advent  of  the 
a  ugmented  land  drainage  scheme  which  v/ill  be  carried  out  together  vdtli 
the  new  sewerage  scheme, 

A  second  stream,  commencing  a,t  the  Bye-Pass  end  of  Orders  Lane,  runs 
down  Orders  Lane,  under  Poulton  Street  and  Mill  Street  in  a  brick  culvert 
and  discharges  into  Carr  Brook  at  the  north-easterly  corner  of  the  Flejc 
Mill  Land, 
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V/gter  Supply  -  Water  is  supplied  ty  the  Fylde  V/ater  Board  and  is 
derived  froa  upland  surface  soiarces  at  drizedale  and  Higher  Kodder, 
The  water  supply  is  of  good  quality  and  is  adequate  in  quantity-.  All 
houses  have  supplies  available  from  this  source  and  all  have  piped 
supplies  available  'within  the  house,  none  being  supplied  by  stand 
pipes,  Fl'aoride  is  present  in  'the  water  supply  to  the  extent  of 
0,1  parts  per  riiillion. 


IH3PHCTI0N  OP  Tim  DISTRICT 

Cjmi^la^i^  -  Over  400  complaints  v;ero  received  during  the  year 
oanjr  of  these  being  from  Council  House  tenants  regarding  repairs 
and  defects,  570  visits  vrcre  made  in  connection  with  this  v/ork. 

Statutory  Nuisances  discovered  nurloered  131  of  vdiich  172 
are  abated  the  remaining  9  being  carried  forv/ard  to  next  year. 


No  statutory  foimaal  notices  were  served  since  satisfaction  in 
most  cases  is  assured  by  informal  consultations  with  the  landlords 
concerned.  Coercion  is  threatened  only  as  a  last  resort, 

H0USIN&  IHmOVSIiSHTS 

Mention  v/as  made  last  year  concerning  the  apathy  of  owner  occupiers 
and  owners  of  older  type  properties  in  relation  to  Standard  Hrants 
provided  under  the  Housing  Acts  1961  and  1964. 

During  the  year  under  rcvieY^  9  applications  for  Standard  G-rants 
were  received  and  approved  and  8  grants  totaling  £876  0,  0,  v/ere  paid. 

There  remain  ma'ny  properties  in  this  tovm  that  could  well  benefit 
from  the  provision  of  Standard  G-rant  amenities. 

The  problem  is  national  and  not  merely  local  since  in  I965  the 
nuuaber  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  in  England  and  ¥ales  'iva-S 
107,720  compared  wdth  130,832  in  I96O  a  reduction  of  over  23? 000, 

It  is  an  axcepted  fact  in  this  vrorld  that  "one  does  not  get 
something  for  nothing"  but  the  one  exception  is  the  Standard  G-rant 
provisions.  It  is  amazing  that  a  tax  free  gift  of  up  to  £155  to  improve  a 
house  'with  virtually  no  strings  attached  is  largel^i'  ignored  by  both 
ovrncrs  and  o'vmer/occupiors  of  houses  in  this  tovm. 

The  Council  have  now  ta.ken  a  lead  in  this  direction  \;ith  the  help 
of  similar  government  grants  and  a  scheme  has  been  finalised  for  the 
improvement  to  full  modern  standards  of  all  pre-war  Council  Houses  in 
Kirkham  -  a  total  of  54  houses,  Y/ork  on  this  scheme  will  definately 
commence  early  in  I96G, 
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Provisions,  of  courso,  exist  in  the  Housing  Acts  for  compulsory 
improvements  of  private  houses  on  a.n  area  basis, 

bliat  a  strange  state  of  affairs,  ho\;'ever,  v/hen  one  must  coerce 
another  to  accept  a  gifti 


TENTS,  VANS  Ai'13  SHIES 

One  caravan  site  only  noYi  exists  in  the  tovm  and  this  is  uoll 
screened  at  the  rear  of  the  Narket  Sciua.re.  A  maxinuni  of  seven  caravans 
has  been  set  for  the  site  and  during  the  yee.r  this  nuiuber  uas  never 
exceeded.  Negotiations  are  in  hand  regarding  an  amenity  standard 
compatible  with  that  of  the  Ministry  Model  Standards  for  Caravan  Sites 
but  in  view  of  the  small  number  of  caravans  on  site  some  flexibility  may 
be  required.  Towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year  only  one  caravan  \7as 
permanently  established  on  the  site  and  it  is  understood  that  this  is 
soon  to  go  consequent  to  the  proposed  development  of  this  area  vmth  the 
Market  Square, 


DISBIESSTATI0N3 

Infestations  by  parasitical  vermin  has  g-rea.tly  declined  since  the 
advent  of  D.D.T,  and  higher  standards  of  living,  Hov/ever,  there  are 
still  houses  in  the  tovm  which  require  treatment  from  time  to  time, 
these  houses  often,  but  not  always  are  inhabited  by  aged  persons. 

The  Council  undertake  to  spray  fee  of  charge  houses  vmere  infestations 
are  discovered.  Ereo  issues  of  D.D.T,  powder  are  available  at  the 
Council  Offices.  Infestations  by  Ants  are  not  uncomj;on  and  often  occur 
in  better  class  properties.  A  residual  laquer  aerosol  has  proved  most  • 
effective  in  some  cases. 

DISII'IEECTION  AND  BBECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Properties  were  visited  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases  and 
disinfection  carried  out  where  necessary,  A  vacuum  steam  sterlizer  is 
available  at  V/esham  Park  Hospital  and  Devonshire  Roa,d  Hospital  Blackpool 
for  treatment  of  affected  bedding  and  clothing, 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

Smoke  nuisances  from  industrial  chimneys  occur  from  time  to  time  in 
the  tovm  although  none  arc  considered  serious  enough  to  warrant  legal 
action.  Very  few  complaints  arc  received  by  the  Department  in  this  respect 
but  observations  are  taken  on  occasions  and  consultations  have  taken 
place  with  the  boilermen  and  management,  Kirkham  adds  its  full  quota 
of  pollution  from  private  dwellings  to  the  atmosphere  the  effluents 
being  much  greater  in  volumne  than  the  industrial  effluent. 
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The  tovm  is  fortunate  in  being  seirrounded  hy  a  green  belt  and  being 
soneviiat  isolated  fron  the  great  conixrbations  of  Lancashire ,  thus  more 
effective  dispersal  and  dilution  v/ith  the  atnosphore  is  achieved; 
hov/ever,  "lung  level"  snoke  fron  donestic  dwellings  particularly 
bungalows  abounds  during  the  winter  months  and  frequent  temperature 
inversions  prevent  effective  dispersal  and  dilution. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  has  now  been  with  us  for  over  ten  years  and  much 
of  the  early  difficulties  with  supplies  of  snokless  fuels  have  been  resolved. 
The  possibility  of  snokless  zones  in  the  area  must  not  bo  permanently 
shelved  if  v/e  are  resolved  to  play  our  part  in  reducing  the  high  incidence 
of  Bronchitis  in  this  part  of  the  Country, 


FOOD  AI®  DRUGS 


All  food  establishments  in  the  town  continue  to  maintain  a  standard 
consistent  v;ith  the  implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  by 
this  Department. 

The  sole  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the  tovm  has  now  ceased  to 
operate  and  the  premises  have  been  tciken  over  by  a  distributer  of  meat 
pies  and  hamburgers.  These  products  are  distributed  over  most  of 
Lanca-shire  from  the  Kirkhan  Depot. 

The  foodstalls  of  the  open  market  present  a  particular  problem 
in  food  hygiene  and  opportunity  was  taken  this  year  to  apply  the  new 
Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls)  Regulations, 

One  slaughter  house  is  in  operation  in  the  tovm  and  is  visited 
each  morning  for  purposes  of  neat  inspection. 

Heat  Inspection;  All  meat  for  human  consumption  killed  in  the  tovm  is 
inspected  and  stamped  v/ith  the  Council's  nark  as  being  fit  for  human 
consumption,  A  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

Other  The  follovdng  items  of  food  v/ere  inspected,  found  unfit

The  Council  undertake  the  collection  and  disposal  of  household 
c^nd  certain  trade  refuse  in  the  Area. 

Trade  refuse  frou  the  shops  mainly  in  the  form  of  waste  paper 
and  packings  is  collected  weekly  on  l,  separate  hc-sis. 

Disposal  of  the  rofuso  is  by  controlled  tipping,  at  Coronation  Road 
Tip.  The  land  is  bcin^'  reclc-ined  for  use  as  playing  fields.
